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Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 38,39,41 and 57-59 remain rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by Breyel for the reasons 
already of record on page 3-4 of the Office Action mailed 11/12/04. Applicants argue that the BPAI stated that "there is no suggestion... in 
Breyel... that any intact protein could be obtained." However, the BPAI did not conclude that there, in fact, is not any PTH secreted into the 
medium, only that Breyel is silent to this possibility. The fact that Hogset concludes that the system of Breyel is characterized as an 
intracellular production system and that Breyel notes that PTH degradation occurs rapidly are not persuasive. Though the system may be 
characterized as an intracellular system, the reference does not state that no PTH could be secreted into the medium. The fact that the 
PTH is degraded quickly is of no consequence since there is no limitation in the present claims that states how much PTH must be 
secreted, or for how long it must remain. One molecule of PTH for a fraction of a second would meet the limitation of the claims. Since the 
Office does not have the facilities for examining and comparing applicants' medium with the medium of the prior art, the burden is on 
applicant to show a novel or unobvious difference between the claimed product and the product of the prior art (i.e., that the medium of the 
prior art does not contain any PTH for any length of time other than, respectfully, the mere suggestion that it does not). See In re Best, 
562 F.2d 1252, 195 USPQ 430 (CCPA 1977) and Ex parte Gray, 10 USPQ 2d 1922 1923 (PTO Bd. Pat. App. & Int.). 

For these reasons, claims 38, 39, 41 and 57-59 remain rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as well as for the reasons on pages 4-5 of the 
Office Action mailed 1 1/12/04. 
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
